Party and killed about thirty of his men, none of ours’ being, at that time 
cut off,.Had the Exglifh purfued the Enemy they might eafily' ‘have over" 
taken the Women and Children that were with Philip,yea and himfclfalfo, ' 
and fo have put an-end to thefe tumults : but though Deliverance was-ac- ° 
cording to all Hvmane probability near, God faw it not good-for us as yet.’

dam might be delivered up to Jutftice. Captain Hutchinfon with a fall par- 
ty was fent to Ouabaog, where there wasa_ great Rendezvouze of Nipnep 
Indians.: They appointed time and place of Treaty tobe attended, Augajt 
2.. Accordingly Captain Hutchinfon rode to the Place fixed on to Treat in. 
But the Indians came not thither according to- their Agreement, whereupon. 
Captain Hutchinfon refolved to go further to feek after them elfewhere, and 
as he,was riding along, the Perfidious Indians lying in Ambufcado in a. 
Swamp, fhot at him and wounded him, of which Wounds he after dyed, 
and eight men that were with him were ftruck down dead upon the place. 
Captain Wheeler who was in that Company was fhot through the Arm, his. 
dutiful Son alighting to relieve his Father, ‘was himfclf thot and forely. 
wounded,willingly hazarding his own life to fave the life of his Father. The 
Fnglifh werenot in a capacity to look after their dead, but thofe dead bodies 
were left as meat fur the Fowls of Heaven, and their Flefh unto the Beafis 
of the Earth, and there was none to bury them. FARE oe 
Captain Hutchinfow and the reft that efcaped with theirlives, haftened to 
Quabaog, and the Judians {peedily followed, violently fet upon the Town, |

A piin- 
cipal Aétor in che deftruction of Sacve was.a ftrange Enthufiaftical Sagamore, 
called Squando,who fome years before, pretended that God appeared to him, 
in the form of a tall Man,in black Clothes,declaring to him that he was God, 
and commanded him to leave his Drinking of {trong Liquors; and to pray, 
and to keep Sabbaths,and to go to hear the Word Preachedsall which things 
the Indian did for fome years, with great feeming Devotionand Con{cience 
obferve. But the God which appeared to him, {aid nothing to him about 
Jefus Chrilt 5 and therefore it is not to be marvelled at, that at laft he dif- 
covered himfelf to be no otherwife than a Child of him, that was a Mur- 
derer and a Lyar from the beginning.

After thefe things, the Indians killed two men at Kittery, and tripped - 
them. Lieutenant Playffer,with twenty two Englifh, went out to fetch off 
the dead Bodies, and to bury them; as they were putting one of them into 
the Cart, fuddenly a fmall party of Indians thot out of a Swamp. And the 
ercatelt part of the Englifh did unworthily forfake their Leader in that ha- 
zard, only feven remained with him. He thinking his Men had been near at

NowasTre- 
member that famous Martyrologift Mr. Fox (in Ads and Monuments, 
vol. 2. pag. 669.) obferves, with refpect to the Reformation in K. Edward V1, 
hisdays, that that very day and hour when thé Act for Reformation was. 
put in execution at London, God gave the Englifh a fignal vi@ory againft the — 
Scots at Mufeleborough , fo it was proportionably with us. For that day 
' when there was a vote paffed for the Suppreffion and Reformation of thofe 
manifeft evils, whereby the eyes of Gods Glory are provoked amonegft us, . 
the Lord gave fuccefs to our Forces, who that day encountred with. the In-.- 
dians at Hatfield. The Exglifh loft but one man in the fight (albeit fome that 
were fent forth as Scouts were killed or Captivated) the Enemy fled before — 
them, and ran into the River, many of them being {een to fall, ‘but night 
coming on, it wasin vain to follow them further. And after that day, the 
Weftern Plantations had little or no‘difturbance by them, but lived in guilet- 
nefs all the Winter. All this notwithftanding, we may fay as fometimes the — 
Lords People of old, the Harveft is pajt, the Summer is ended, and we are. not 
Javed. TheSword having marched Eatward, and Weftward, ‘and North- 
ward, now beginneth to face toward the Southagain. The Narraganfets, 
who were the greateft body of Indians in New-Eagland, there being no 
kefs then fix Sachims amongft them ; having ‘not as’ yet appeared in ‘open 
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Holtility.’ Neverthele(s Philips and S quaw-Sackims men, When routed by 
the Englifh Forces, were harboured amongft the Narraganféts.. When the 
Commiffioners of the united Colonies fat at Boftor, in the latter.end of Seps 
~ tember; one of the Narraganfet Sachims , anid Meffengers from other S.- 


chims there, made their appearance in Bojfon 5 they pretended nothing but . 


good-will to the Englifh, and promifed that thofe Enemies of ours, who had, 
burnt fo many houfes, and committed fo many Murders, and had fled to 
~ them for refuge, fhould be délivered up by the latter end of Oéfober. But 
-when the titne prefixed for the furrendry of the Wompanoags and Squaw- 
Sachems Indians was \apf{ed, they pretended they could not.do as they had in- 
gaged at prefent, but after Winter they would doit. In the mean while, 
-when the Englife had any ingagement withthe. Indians, wounded Indians 
came home to the Narraganfeis, efpecially after the fight at Hatfield, Octob. 19. 
about forty wounded. men were {eer croffing the woods towards the 
 Narraganfets » alfo fome (at jeaft two Indians) from amongft themfelves, 
‘came to the Englifh, and told them that the Nerraganfets were refolved (if 
they could) to deftroy the Englifh : but they were loth to begin to fall upon

Under his conduct therefore, an Army confifting, of at firfta thoufand, 
and at laft about fifteen hundred men, were {ent forth to execute the venge- 
“ance of the Lord upon the perfidious and bloudy Heathen... But before they 
fet out, the Churches were all upon their knees before the Lord, the God 
of Armics, intreating his favour and gracious fuccefs in that undertaking, 
wherein the welfare of his people was fo greatly concerned. This day of 


Prayer and Humiliation was obferved Decemb. 2. when alfo, fomething,

that the next day they found three hundred of their fighting men dead in- 


their Fort, and thatmany men, women and children were burned in their. 
Wigwams, but they neither knew, nor could conjeture how, many: it is 
{uppofed that ‘not lefs than a thoufand: Indian Souls perifhed at that time. 
Nénnigret whofe men buried the flain, affrmeth that they found twenty and: 
two Indian Captains among the dead bodies. Of the Englifh there were kil- 
led and wounded about two hundred and thirty, whereof only eighty and 
five perfons are dead. _ But there was afolemn rebuke of Providence at this 
time, in that fixof our Captains were flain, viz.

5 
treme cold) that the {now. melted away in a little time.: the like weather 
hath rarely been known in this Land-at-that time ofthe year, albeit fome of” eZ 
the farft Planters fay it was fo above fifty yearsago.

ganfet Country, and whereas they had been forely ftraightned and diftreffed 
bi victuals, now the fhow being wafted, they lived uponGround-nuts. 

| In fine, the Army purfued them feveral days, overtook fome of them, 
killed and took about feventy perfons, were in fight of the main Body of 
them, and could they have held out to have purfued them but one day longer 
‘probably this unhappy War had then been ended: but the Souldiers were 
tired with eight days March, and (having fpent much of their provifion 


-whilft waiting for our Connecticut Brethren) their bread failed, fo-as that

JSet,and Nipmuck, and Quabaog, and River Indians, being, all come together, 
and the Army returned, they would fpeedily fall upon the Frontier Towns. 
And fome of the Praying, Indians who had been fent out as Spies, and had 
been with the Indians deen epee brought intelligence, that a French 
Man that came from Canady had been amongft them,animating them againit 
the Englifh, promifing afupply of Ammunition, and that they would come 
next Summer and affift them alfo the Indian Spies declared, that there was 
a defign, within fuch atime to burn Lancafter, which came.to pafs both as 
to the time and manner accordingly. 


For upon the 10. day of February fome hundreds of the Indians fell upon | 


Lancafter, burnt many of the Houfes, kill'd and took Captive above forty 


perfons. Mr. Rowlandfon (the faithful Paftor of the-Church there) had 


his Houfe, Goods, Books, all burned; his Wife, and all his Children led 


away Captive before the Enemy. Himfelf (as God would have it) was? 


not at home, whence his own perfon was delivered, which otherwife (with- 


out a Miracle) would have been endangered.

In the beginning, of March, another {mall Army was fent out from Boffon, 


under the conduct of that expert Soldier and Commander Major Savage, to 


feck out the Enemy. Connecticut Forces met with ours at Quobaog, and. 
they marcht together, but not following the direction of the ( Natick _) Pray- 
ing Indians, who were fent as Pilots, the Army mitt their way, and wasbe-- 
wildred in the Woods. Ona fudden when they thought on no fuch thing, 
a party of Indians fired upon them and killed one man, and wounded Mr.. 
Gerfbom Bulkly, who is Paftor of the Church in Wethersfield; whereupon 
thofe Indians were immediately purfued, who haftned towards Northampton.

March 27. Some of the inhabitants of Sudbury, being alarumed_ by

Befides En- 
glith, there were near upon two hundred Indiansin Hadley, who came to 
fight with and for the Englith, againft the common enemy, who was quick- 
ly driven offat the South end of the Town, ‘whilft our men were purfuing of 
them here, ona fudden a. great Swarm of Indians iffued out of the Buthes, 
and made their main aflault at ‘the North end of the Town, they fired a Barn 
which was without the Fortifications, and went intoan houfe, where the in- 
habitants difcharged a great Gun upon them, whereupon about fifty Indi- 
ans were {cen running out ofthe houfein great hafte, being terribly frighted 
with the Report and flaughter made amongft them by the great Gun. Ours 
followed the enemy (whom they judged to be about five hundred, and by In- 
dian report fince, it feems they were feven hundred) neer upon two miles, 


. and would fain have purfued them further, but they had no Order fo to do. 


Some in thofe parts think, that as great an opportunity and advantage as 
, hath been fince the war began, was loftat this time; the Lord having brought 
the enemy to them, and there being Englifh and Indians enough to purfue 
them : But others fuppofing that then they fhould impede the defign of com- 
ing upon them at the Fas, nothing was done until it was too late, only 
the Towns in thofe places wereeminently faved, and but few of ours that loft 
their lives in this Skirmith, nor is it as yet known how many the enemy 
lofi in this fight.

Thus have we .a brief, plain, and true Story of the War with the Indians 
in New-England; how it began,and how it hath made its progrefs; and what: 
prefent hopes there are of a comfortable clofure and conclufion of this 
trouble; which hath been'continued for a whole yearand more. Defigning 
only a Breviary of the Hiftory of this wars 1 have not enlarged upon the 
ccircumftances of things, but fhall leave that to others, who have advan- 
tages and Jeafure to go on with {uch an undertaking.
